LINING UP FOR BATTLE 


There has never been a time when political leaders were 
aa much at sea as they are now trying to figure out how 
matters will stand when next year's campaign opens and 
once gets under way. It is a foregone conclusion that radical­ 
ism is going to play a prominent part in the campaign, but 
how? The question is whether there will be an attempt to 
capture one or the other old parties and use its machinery in 
an effort to control the White House and congress, or wheth­ 
er it will develop into a third party movement and if so. 
which of the old parties will be hit the. harder. La Follette 
Borah and Brookhart are listed as Republicans, but they arc 
not dyed very deep with the brand. They are the recognized 
leaders of the radical movement. However, their attitude will 
have no little bearing on who the next president will be. The 
prospect of their controlling the Republican organization is 
not particularly bright, since Harding will in all human prob­ 
ability be nominated to succeed himself, but if a man whose 
ideas conform to their own happens to head the Democratic 
ticket, will they support him? 
> 
In case this group decides to form a new party, who will 
head it? 
Probably LaFoilette and Borah would contend for 
first place on the ticket and then comes the question of what 
the loser would do. Would he accept his defeat and^ become 
a follower, or would he sulk in his tent and permit his for­ 
mer comrade to fall a victim to the old parties? 
If a third party should be formed, 
how 
for could it 
reach for members? Naturally the farmers and union labor 
would be tile first sought as supporters, but would they stick 
closely enough together to give the third party a chance for 
success? Or if it should lose the election, which of the old 
parties would likely win? 
These are a few of the problems now 
facing the 
old 
timers and none will venture a guess at the answer. 
In the 
good old times of not so long ago the leaders of both par­ 
ties had a pretty definite idea at least a year ahead of the 
electionof who would be given nomination and who had better 
chance to win. Half a dozen, men could dictate or manipulate 
matters so that with a nod they could throw an aspiring can­ 
didate into the discard or lift him to the pedestal of victory.
